$8000 Paving Grant 


The Kinston City Council 
met on ‘Twesday night, July 19, 
at city hall, and voted unani- 
mously to adopt a resolution 
soos an $6000 grant from 
the e Highway Department 
to be used for street repair 
and paying. » 

The meeting began at 
1:80 p.m. with all members pre- 
sent. Present were Mayor 
Steve Hunko, City Clerk Peggy 
Cain, and Council members, 
Sara Bowden, Houston Martin, 
phi? Adams, Harold Rhodes 
and Mickey Weeks. 

After Councilman Adams 
led the group in prayer, the 
minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

The council discussed what. 
work should be done with the 

000 grant, and suggested set- 

up a priority system. 
Various projects mentioned in- 
cluded the patching of holes 
in the downtown area and gen- 
eral paving throughout the city. 

The city also received 
$10,000 to be used to employ 
a radio dispatcher and police- 
man, and $500 for recreation 
equipment. 

Councilman Adams said, 
‘When we purchase the equip- 
ment, we should keep it in a 
safe place. When the equip- 
ment is used, it should be 
signed for.’’ 

The council agreed to let 
Coach Eddie Hill and Coach 
Pete Kelley be in charge of the 
recreation program for the re~- 
mainder of the summer, and 
authorized them to purchase 
whatever equipment is needed. 

. Mayor Hunko presented a 
bill from the Odom Truck Com- 
pany in the amount of $375 
for work done on the City's 
water tank in 1976. The com- 
pany claims to have a 10-year 
contract with the city for main- 
tenance of the tank. 

“We can’t find a copy of the 
contract,’’ said Hunko, ‘‘and I 
don’t think we should pay the 
bill until we see the contract!”’ 

The council voted unani- 
mously to withhold payment 
of the bill until the company 
sends a copy of the contract to 
the city. 

The council was informed 
that it had been announced the 
Kinston Rescue Squad would 
receive a grant to buy equip- 
ment. The amount of the grant 
was not announced, but it must 
be matched on a 50-50 basis 
by the Rescue Squad. 

Hunko told the members the 
time had come to cut grass 
in the city, and asked what 
they wanted done.

Officials Blame Fumes From Glue But Can’t 


Explain Source Of Spark 


A flash fire at the Elba 
plant of Dorsey Trailers Fri- 
day afternoon hospitalized five 
men with extensive burns. The 
fire was reported to the Elba 
Fire Department at 2:52 p.m.; 
however, company employees 
using emergency fire fighting 
equipment had the blaze under 
control when the fire trucks 
arrived. The fast action was 
aided by the fact that several 
employees of the trailer man- 
ufacturing’ firm are also mem- 
bers of the volunteer fire 
department, and other firemen 
went directly to the scene from 


‘their places of employment. 


Those injured were Wiley 
Williams and John Coleman of 
Elba, Raymond Chamblee and 
Charles Smith of Opp, 
Jerome Flowers of 
didge. Hank Weeks, Jr., of 
Opp, the sixth member of the 
crew working in the area of 
the flash fire reportedly es- 
caped without injuries.

The Coffee County jail in 
Elba was overflowing with 41 
inmates Tuesday morning, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Neil 
There were pri- 
soners sleeping in halls, on 
floors and everywhere. How- 
ever, ten of the state in- 
mates have been transferred 
to either other jails or state 
prisons. 

One was. wanted in Geneva 
County also and he, along with 
two other state prisoners, were 
transferred to Geneva County. 
The transfer to Geneva was out 
of the goodness of their heart, 
Grantham said. 

Three of the inmates were 
charged with escaping from the 
work release center (already 
serving state time); one was 
transferred to the Frank Lee 
Youth Center, and the work 
release violators and three 
others were transferred to 
Kilby. 


The jail has a capacity of. 


thirty-four inmates, and 
Grantham reports that if at all 
possible, local citizens charged 
with minor crimes or traffic 
offenses are being taken or sent 
home with less than ideal bonds 
to keep down the population in 
the jail; yet it stays full and 
overflowing most of the time. 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all present 
and the highlight of the evening 
again was a debate about the 
grabage truck body. This 


week the potential seller, Frank, 
Moore of Enterprise, was.at the 


meeting and expressed diSgust 
with Mayor Folsom and said 
he wanted to talk with the 
council and tell them what had 
happened. Following this state- 
ment, Moore and Folsom got in- 
to a heated exchange several 
times. The discussion began 
to wind down quickly when 
Folsom told, ‘‘the tail gate 
belongs to Elba, the garbage 
truck belongs to Elba and you 
are only a salesman and have 
no authority to decide things 
for the City of Elba.’’

Folsom then announced that 
the old truck was fixed and 
was back at work picking up 
garbage on the regular route. 
He noted that the total bill 
for the repair (including all 


parts and labor) totalled 
$325.60. Folsom then com- 
pared this several times 


throughout the discussion with 
the price quoted by Moore that 


reportedly ranged upwards 
from $5000 to $12,000 before 
the talk turned to a new gar- 
bage body two weeks ago. 

Moore asked, ‘‘What are 
you (Folsom) going to do about 
the word you gave me in my 
office?’’ Mayor Folsom re- 
sponded by quoting the law 
that prohibits him from buy- 
ing anything over $2000 with- 
out taking bids. 

Moore then stated that Fol- 
som told him he was declaring 
it an emergency so that it could 
be bought that day without 
bids. He added, ‘‘You think 
@ man over 70 years old and 
with a reputation good enough 
to be elected by the people of 
a town---you could take his 
word.’’ 

Folsom said, ‘‘An indivi- 
dual you can, but a city, you 
can’t.’ 

Moore again said, ‘‘The 
council is who I came to talk 
to.

Mrs. Peggi C. James, Exe- 
cutive Director of HRDC, stated 
that the first phase of the pro- 
gram is designed to serve per- 
sons 65 or over who are heads 


of households and have his/her . 


name on the fuel bill, and are 
within CSA Income guidelines. 

This program, which will 
end August 31, will serve those 
households, who, because of 
large unpaid energy/fuel bills, 
have had their utilities shut off, 
are threatened with shut-off, or 
are threatened with inability to 
obtain delivery of heating fuel; 
and, those who can prove dire 
financial need now as a result 
of having paid large energy/ 
fuel bills in whole or in part.

Is Kid Stuff 


Yes it is! Nothing is more 
valuable to us than our child- 
ren. So why not insulate them 
from becoming the criminal’s 
victim as much as possible 
by applying some basic--yet 
very practical--crime resis- 
tance rules where the young- 
sters are concerned.

Fs 
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Funds Are Available For Forestry 


Incentives Program 


Nearly 100 representatives 
of state and federal agencies, 
industry, forestry, consultants, 
and landowners attended a two- 
hour public forum onthe For- 
estry Incentives Program, 
May 31 in Montgomery with 
the objective of ‘‘putting some 
zip into FIP’’. 

* FIP is a federally funded 
cost-sharing program to assist 
small, private landowners in 
increasing timber production. 
The program, initiated in 1975, 
has made more than $4 mil- 
lion available to private land- 
owners in Alabama, but accor- 
ding to State Forester C. W. 
‘Bill’? Moody, only $1,278,000 
of that amount has actually 
been spent to date. Another 
$2 million has been certified 
by local ASCS offices, but the 
work has been completed for 
payment. 


Alabama _ presently has 


$750,000 in unallocated funds 


ready and waiting to be inves- 
ted in timber planting or im- 

provement programs approved 
under the FIP guidelines. 

The forum allowed the agen- 
cies involved in directing the 
FIP funds, the state ASCS of- 
fices and the Alabama Fores- 
try Commission, to get feed- 
back from the field so that 
greater utilization could be 
made of the program. Com- 
plaints about the applications 
and payment procedures were 
aired and will be taken under 
study, Moody said. 

“Landowners must make ap- 
plications for the FIP funds 
through their local ASCS office. 
The request is then referred to 
the local county forester to 
either develop a management 
plan for the landowner’s landor 
approve one already developed 
by an industry forester. Pre- 
sently, a landowner may re- 
ceive 52% of the costs involved 


in site preparation and planting 
or timber stand improvement 
work done by outside vendors. 

Industry representatives were 
urged to continue support ofthe 
FIP program, Many ofthe large 
companies already incorporate 
FIP into their landowner assis 
tance programs. 

Alabama has received one 
of the largest allocations of any 
state in the FIP program, but 
state officials fear that this will 
be decreased in the future if 
a higher percentage of appli- 
cations are not completed in 
shorter periods of time. 

Information about the cost- 
sharing procudures for FIP 
funds are available through lo- 
cal ASCS offices, county for- 
esters, and industry foresters

Telephone Blitz 


Irma was only mildly distressed 
when the first telephone call came 
from a collection agency, asking 
her to pay a disputed bill. But her 
dismay mounted as the calls kept 
coming in, day and night, at home 
and at work, 

Finally, after receiving more 
than 100 calls in three weeks, she 
filed suit against the collection 
agency for invasion of her priva- 
cy. In court, the agency argued: 

“She could have turned us off 
very easily. All she had to do was 


~ But the court said that even in 
the collection of a lawful debt, 
some methods are unlawful—in- 
cluding the use of the telephone 
as a psychological battering ram. 
Other collection methods that 
courts have held to be an invasion 
of privacy include humiliating the 
debtor in the presence of his fellow 
employees and bringing the debt 
embarrassingly to the attention of 
his neighbors. 

But privacy, like most rights, 
has limits. The law recognizes that 
a creditor, after all, is entitled to 
have his money—and to apply a 
reasonable amount of pressure to 
that end. 

In another case, a debtor waxed 
wroth when he received the fol- 
lowing telegram from a bill collec- 
tor: 

“Must have payment immedi- 
ately or legal action.” 

Again, the debtor sued for dam- 
ages on grounds of an invasion of 
his privacy. But this time, the 
court ruled that the collector had 
not overstepped the line. 

“The protection afforded by the 
right of privacy,” said the court, 
“must be restricted to ‘ordinary 
sensibilities’ and not to supersensi- 
tiveness. 

“There are some shocks, incon- 
veniences, and annoyances which

FARM TAL 


TOUR 

On a recent 3500 mile tour 
in the East, I found that drought 
conditions were worse in south 
Alabama, south Georgia and 
parts of South Carolina than 
in any other places. The corn 
in North Carolina, Virginia, 
Tennessee, Pennsylvania, New 
York and other areas is from 
knee high up to waist high. Only 
a small amount of corn inthose 
areas is tasseling. This is 
normal. 

The corn in those other 
states where they have not suf- 
fered drought is very green, 
growing rapidly and looks good. 
On my trip back down through 
Kentucky, Tennessee and north 
Alabama, I did not notice any 
really droughty corn until I got 
to stg: gin and Pike coun- 
ties. he further south I 
drove, the worse the corn 
looked. The counties in south 
Alabama and south Georgia have 
really suffered a disaster. 


INSPECTION 

J. W. Smith, peanut pro- 
ducer in Kinston, believes in 
keeping up with his peanuts. 
He told me recently that he in- 
spects every peanut field he has 
every day. He looks for di- 
seases and worms. If he finds 
something abnormal, he takes 
action just as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Smith said, ‘‘You can’t tell 
about your peanuts by just dri- 
ving along in your pickup truck. 
You have to get out in the field, 
get down on your knees and look 
closely at the plant.’’ 

Smith, along with several 
other Kinston area farmers, is 
doing an excellent job in pea- 
nut production. I just hope they 
can get enough rain to mature 
their peanuts. Rain there has 
been very spotted, also. 


SPOTTY 

Unless we have a dramatic 
change in the weather pattern 
in a few days, I expect yields 
to vary---200 pounds peanuts 
per acre up to over 3000 
pounds per acre. The yield 
is going to depend almost en- 
tirely on the rainfall received 
so far and that which we re- 
ceive between now and harvest 
time. Some fortunate farmers 
will make excellent yields, but 
there will be very few of 
these. 

Many times we have dry 
conditions like we have had 
this year every year. For ex- 
ample, last year we had some 
dry spots in the county, and 
yields were very low. This 
year unless something happens 
in the next week, we will have 
a lot of low yields county wide.

Coffee County beef cattle 
producers should be making 
plans now for grazing to get 
cows through the winter.

In fact, 
we have very little hay saved 
Winter grazing is going to be 
much more important this year 
than any previous year.

HEAD SCARVES

Place 
it on your head with the point 
in back. Then tie the scarf 
ends in a square knot behind 
your head, and tuck the tri- 
angle under the knot. Fold the 
other scarf into a triangle. 
Twist the scarf at either end 
until it’s in a tight coil. Then 
wrap it around your head and 
tie it in the center at back 
of your head. Use contrast- 
ing colors for this style 


ROSES 

Roses grow best where they 
have full sunshine allday. They 
will grow satisfactorily, how- 
ever, if they have at least 
6 hours of sun a day. 

Roses need large amounts 
of water. Even where rain- 
fall is plentiful, occasional wa- 
terings are beneficial. Soak 
the soil thoroughly to a depth 
of 8-10 inches. 

Cultivate roses carefully; 
their roots may grow close to 
the surface and may be injured 
by deep cultivation. Prune 
roses annually to improve 
their appearance, to remove 
dead wood, and to control the 
quantity and quality of flowers 
produced hy the plants. 


Keep your rose garden 
cleaned of weeds, fallen rose 
leaves, and diseased or insect- 
infested canes. Spray or dust 
regularly to prevent insect or 
disease damage. 


COLOR 

Color is one of the least 
expensive ways to beautify 
your home. Be careful, how- 
ever, about using too many co- 
lors. For a unified look, use 
one predominate color through- 
out. The key color should be 
used in some way in all rooms. 
If you must have more variety, 
use a change of color in the 
bedrooms; they are usually se- 
parated from the other rooms 
and therefore are less notice- 
able 


BAKING TIPS 

Unless a recipe specifies 
differently, baking ingredients 
should be at room temperature.

Elba Mayor Tangles With Police 


Mayor Robert Folsom sus- 
pended Policeman Pete Daugh- 
erty without pay Tuesday after- 
noon and reinstated him min- 
utes later. The reason stated 
on typed letter of suspension 
was “‘disrespect to the Mayor 
of Elba at a meeting relative 
to a complaint by Mr. 
(name omitted by CLIPPER) 
on July 26, 1977, at 1:20."’ Fol- 
som tore the letter up before 


placing it in Daugherty's -file’ 


and told him to go back to 
work. 

The story of what happened 
has been pieced together as 
follows, quoting those invol- 
ved in various parts of the 
incident: Daugherty and his 
wife were visiting in the home 
of the caretaker of Camp 
Humming Hills, the girl scout 
camp north of Elba. (We know 
they visit back and forth as we 
have seen the two couples in 
various places). A car drove 
into the scout camp PAST 
posted signs. The caretaker, 
Mr. Ray Barnett, yelled at the 
car to stop and reportedly it 
did for a few seconds. How- 
ever, the car (with no tag and 
several people in it) went on 
into the scout reservation and 
Barnett jumped into his truck 
and chased the car. Daugherty 
was asked to join him and did. 
When they cut across an open 
field and stopped the car, 
Barnett got out with his pistol 
drawn and said he didn’t know 
what to expect. Daugherty (who 
was in civilian clothes) said 
he picked his pistol up off the 
seat from where they had been 
shooting snakes and stuck it 
in his belt. When Barnett saw 
he had stopped two teenage 
couples, he also put his gun 
away and preceeded to talk with 
the driver. After checking the 
youth’s license and asking him 
why he didn't pee the ear, he 
was instructed to leave. 

The teenage boy in the back 
seat pointed to Daugherty and 


said he knew him and wasn't 


he a policeman for the City of 
Elba, and Daugherty acknow- 
ledged he was. 

Tuesday the father of one 
of the youths visited Mayor Ro- 
bert Folsom and complained 
of an Elba policeman being out 
of his territory. Folsom then 
called Daugherty into the office, 
along with City Clerk Jack 
Prescott and Police Chief M. 
W. Johnston. According to more 
than one Source of information, 
Folsom proceeded to read the 
riot act to Daugherty, who 
contended he was not out of 
line and was doing what he did 
as a private citizen in view 
of the happenings at girl scout 
camps in Oklahoma and Flori- 
da. When Folsom continued 
to “accuse Daugherty of 
wrong-doings, Daugherty had a 
few words to say and left 
slamming the door as he left. 
This is the point where Fol- 
som had the letter of suspen- 
sion typed 

Folsom then called the man 
making the complaint and said 
there would be a hearing on 
the matter When the man 
said he didn't want to make 
any trouble, Folsom withdrew 
the suspension. in spite of the 
fact it was for ‘‘disrespect’’ 
and not for the incident. 

Upon hearing of the inci- 
dent Barnett (camp  care- 
taker) went to City Hall and 
confirmed everything Daugher- 
ty had told Folsom. Reported- 
ly Folsom talked ‘‘rough’’ to 
Barnett (even though Barnett 
doesn’t live in Elba nor is the 
camp in the police jurisdiction 
of Elba). When Barnett stated 
that ‘‘if this is the way things 
are going, I will just go ahead 
and take out warrants against 
the teenagers for trespassing " 
Folsom told him (in front of 
witnesses) that if he did get 
the warrants, Daugherty would 
again be suspended! There was 
no word at press time as to 


whether the warrants had been 


sworn out. 

Barnett told Folsom it was 
his responsibility to keep un- 
authorized people out of the 
camp. Daugherty often worked 
up there donating his time to 
cut bushes and put up tents. 
Scout officials in Montgomery 
had personally expressed their 
thanks to Daugherty for 
this, etc. 

We also have one report 
that Folsom sent word to Daugh- 
erty, by another party, that he 
would not do any more off duty 
donation work at the girl scout 
camp! 


Cemetery Fund 


Now Totals Over 


$42,000 From Gifts 


The Evergreen Cemetery 
Perpetual Care Fund now 
stands at a total of $42,000, 
which is kept in a trust fund 
in a Montgomery bank. 

With no special drive under- 
way, checks have been re- 
ceived recently, ranging in 
value from $100 to $500, with 
a number of memorial contri- 
butions being sent in also. 

In addition, several local 
citizens have stipulated in 
their wills that amounts rang- 
ing from $1000 to $2000 be 
left to the Cemetery Fund. Two 
former residents who have 
close relatives buried in Ever- 
green, and who have made gen- 
erous contributions in the 
past, have also inquired about 
including the Fund in their wills. 

The fund has been estab- 
lished in an out-of-town bank, 
since Elba’s banks do not have 
trust departments; and some 
of Elba’s bankers have helped 
make these arrangements.

General Telephone Company 
announced recently that rate 
refund checks are expected to 
be mailed to its customers in 
mid-August.

HEARING AID BUY 
MUST GET EXAMS 


Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) regulations 
requiring hearing aid  pur- 
chasers to have a medical eval- 
uation become effective August 
15, and the Alabama Board of 
Hearing Aid Dealers reviewed 
the regulations at a _ recent 
meeting in Montgomery. 

The board was created by 
the 1971 Legislature to regulate 
and license hearing aid dealers 
in Alabama. 

Board Chairman K. Louis 
Azar of Huntsville explained 
that a prospective hearing aid 
purchaser will have to get a 
statement from a physician, 
preferably an ear specialist, 
indicating the person is a can- 
didate for a hearing aid. If 
the prospective buyer of the 
hearing aid is 18 or older, the 
medical requirement may be 
waived, Azar continued, but 
the hearing aid dealer may not 
encourage the client to sign-a 
waiver. Individuals under 18 
must have a medical evaluation. 

Hearing aid dispensers will 
have to advise prospective pur- 
chasers to consult a physician, 
preferably an ear specialist, 
if any of eight readily identi- 
fiable conditions exist, Azar 
declared. 

Azar emphasized that phy- 
sicians are not required to 
prescribe or certify that a 
patient may be helped by use 
of a hearing aid, but will have 
to furnish a written statement 
saying the patient’s hearing loss 
has been medically evaluated 
and the patient may be con- 
sidered a candidate for a hear- 
ing aid. The medical evalua- 


tion is intended to prevent the’ 


use of a hearing aid being sub- 
stituted for primary medical 
or surgical treatment.
